Head the Fen Pictures of the Awful 
Suffering of Human 
Beings. 


LOUIS KLOPSCH TELLS A STORY 


That Is Unparalleled In Its Vivid 
Delineation of Misery and 
Death.

bearing a cot; one set bound for the 
poor house, the other set coming from 
it.

house was a man about 20 years of 
age, long and thin, sheltering

his hand his eyes from the sun.

was a fever patient, and was going in 
for treatment. On the other cot wag 
a man who had received "treatment.” 
and was now bound for the funeral 
pile, where 11 were to be burned that 
evening.

The Dead Beside the Living. 
We went to the poor house where 
over a thousand people in various sta­ 
ges of nudity and 
emaciation 
were 
seated on the ground, waiting to be 
served. It was time for the evening 
meal. We left them for the time be­ 
ing, and taking a turn sidewise we en­ 
tered the hospital section, which was 
the worst, with one or two exceptions, 
that I had occasion to visit. We first 
went through the cholera wards, and 
there in every ward we found 
dead 
bodies on the cots or on the ground. 
One experience which 
stands out 
from all the others most distinctly in 
Bur mind. is our visit to Abmedabad. J Eve,7

On the shadeless plaza before the gruesome sight to see these dead men 
gate were nearly 250 reeking, filthy 
bundles of rags, containing as many I tensest agony on 
human beings in various stages 
of'there; 
and 
the 
emaciation, 
some standing, 
some 
squatting in Oriental fashion on the 
ground, others lying flat 
on 
their 
backs, and still others lying with their 
laces to the ground, in order to screen 
themselves from the burning rays of 
the 
evening sun. 
The thermometer 
ranged at about 110 degrees in the 
Shade; not a breath of air was blow­ 
ing, and the heat and 
stench 
con­ 
tributed to make us physically as ill 
SS the sad scenes of destitution, mis­ 
ery, pain and helplessness made 
us 
50 mentally. 
It seemed 
impossible 
that any part of the great human fam­ 
ily could reach such depth of misery 
as was everywhere visible. 
On inquiring why these people were 
exposed to the relentless rays of the 
sun without shelter or shade, I 
was 
told they had been brought in from the 
neighboring villages on 
carts 
and 
were to remain under observation for 
51 hours in order to determine wheth­ 
er symptoms of contagious disease de­ 
veloped. They had come in during the 
afternoon, they had lain 
there 
for 
three or four hours, they were to re­ 
main there 
all night and 
to 
stay 
there all the next forenoon. Possibly 
the 
evening of the next day 
they 
would be admitted to the inhospitable 
shelter of the Ahmedabad poor house. 
Myriads of flies were feasting on each little child was fondling 
individual bundle, and 
the eyelids, 
mouths, nostrils and ears w^re all be­ 
sieged with battalions of flies gorging 
themselves on the helpless victims of 
the India famine. 
The Suffering Children. 
The most distressing phase of all 
this indescribable misery 
was 
the 
little children who seemed to be in 
constant agony, internal and external. 
They did not cry aloud, because they 
lacked the vital inner inner foice for 
such effort; though their faces were 
constantly crying no sound was heard. 
mid as we looked at these innocent, 
helpless little things—so 
emaciated, 
hollow-templed, sunken-eyed, the nape 
of the neck so sharply indented under 
the skull that the 
head looked ab­ 
normally large and ill-supported—the 
burden of sympathetic grief became 
almost unbearable. Some times tears 
rolled down their cheeks, and the 
mother sitting 
next 
to 
the 
child 
would wipe the tears away with a 
part of her dirty, filthy garment, and 
something like a sigh would escape 
to Indicate the depth of sorrow that 
was laying hold upon her heart. 
As 
we stood there watching this motley 
crowd, overawed, as it seemed, 
by 
dosehs of tall, skeletonized men with 
long beards and large* abnormally lus­ 
trous eyes peering out of depressed 
sockets, half inquisitive, half refiect- 
Jwfc our attention .was directed .to tiro 


and women, with expressions of 
in- 
their faces, lying 
only 
comforting 
thought was that they were beyond 
suffering, and that the famine in India, 
with its plague, its cholera, its small­ 
pox and its fever, could no longer af­ 
fect them. 
Down In a corner of one 
of 
the 
wards, in which we had found three 
dead bodies, lay a tall, broad shoul­ 
dered man, stone dead. He had died 
during the afternoon. Back of him 
was his little 4-year-old girl, tenderly 
foundling him and vainly endeavoring 
to attract 
his attention. 
Her face 
seemed to indicate that she was be­ 
ginning to realize that something was 
amiss; and yet there was her father, 
and what she apprehended 
vaguely 
could not very well be, so long as he 
was there. We stood looking on. our 
hearts almost breaking and the tears 
coursing down our cheeks, . when 
a 
little commotion at the 
entrance to 
the ward claimed our attention. They 
were bringing in the patient whom we 
had seen on the cot outside, and who 
required medical treatment. 
The at­ 
tendant lifted him up and raised him 
on his feet, then supporting him on one 
side, the feeble 
patient 
staggering 
as best he could with the aid of this 
support, he walked him to the corner 
and placed him down on the ground, 
face to face with the dead man whose 
him. 
The 
thing took but a few moments, 
but 
the horror of the situation so appall­ 
ed us that, for the moment, we were 
stupefied. 
It seemed impossible that 
any one could commit so unnatural an 
act. We called the attention of the 
man to what he was doing. We asked 
him why he did not make room else­ 
where for the patient. He replied that 
within an hour the dead man would be 
removed and the patient then could 
have the whole corner to himself. 
The Dark Side and the Bright. 
In the 
following illustrations 
it 
will be noticed that the photographer 
has twice caught me while I happen­ 
ed to be 
holding a famine child in 
my arms. These pictures, if captioned 
with due regard for the 
respective 
babes would read: 
The dark and the 
bright sides of the India famine.” For 
while the child lying gasping in my 
arms was doomed, the other little one, 
with the pretty, bright face was saved. 
One was a famine victim, the other a 
famine survivor. 
The one died soon 
after I laid her gently back on 
the 
ground which served for a cot; 
the 
other is still living, one of the for­ 
tunate orphans supported by the gen­ 
erous readers of this paper—doubt­ 
less a happy child who will grow up 
in the Christian faith to learn how a 
great paternal government had cared 
for millions of India’s people In time 
of direst need, how she was rescued 


from starvation and death 
by 
the 
motherly Pundita Ramabai, and how 
she owes her very life and enlighten­ 
ment and happiness to the Christian 
people of America w-ho contributed 
money for her upbringing. 
A Most Pathetic Incident. 
Let me close this paper with a ref­ 
erence to th^ other illustration here­ 
with, which shows a group of blind 
women—blindross caused in each case 
by acute starvation — representing 
mothers who have lost their children 
either by death or in the course of that 
aimless wandering common to a fam­ 
ine-stricken 
people. 
These 
poor, 
sightless orbs remind me of an inci­ 
dent attending a visit to a poor house. 
A girl of 13 or 14 prostrated herself, 
wailing and chattering, at the feet of 
the native official who was showing 
me through the camp. 
"What does that poor child want?” 
was asked. 
"She wants to leave the camp,” re­ 
plied the fat and sleek Hindu, with a 
grin. "She has strayed away from her 
mother, and she says she yearns to 
meet her once again on earth. 
But 
what can I do?

LOUIS KLOPSCH TELLS A STORY 


T^LAt Is Unparalleled In Its Vivid 


Delineation of Misery and 


Death.

One experience which 
stands out 
(rom all the others most distinctly in 
lay mind, is our visit to Ahmedabad. 
We got there about 5:30 in the even­ 
ing, and without waiting to visit the 
accommodations provided for our en­ 
tertainment we hastened to the poor 
house. 
| 
On the shadeless plaza before the 
gate were nearly 250 reeking, filthy j 
bundles of rags, containing as many • 
human beings in various stages 
of' 
emaciation, 
some standing, 
some' 
squatting in Oriental fashion on the 
ground, others lying flat 
on 
their 
backs, and still others lying with their 
laces to the ground, in order to screen 
themselves from the burning rays of 
the 
evening sun. 
The thermometer 
ranged at about 110 degrees in the 
Shade; not a breath of air was blow­ 
ing, and the heat and 
stench 
con­ 
tributed to make us physically as ill 
as the sad scenes of destitution, mis­ 
ery, pain and helplessness made 
us 


sd mentally. 
It seemed 
impossible 
that any part of the great human fam­ 
ily could reach such depth of misery 
as was everywhere visible. 
On inquiring why these people were 
exposed to the relentless rays of the 
Sun without shelter or shade, I 
was 
told they had been brought in from the 
neighboring villages on 
carts 
and 
Were to remain under observation for 
24 hours in order to determine wheth­ 
er symptoms of contagious disease de­ 
veloped. They had come in during the 
rtternoon, they had lain 
there 
for 
three or four hours, they were to re­ 
main there 
all night and 
to 
stay 
there all the next forenoon. Possibly 
the 
evening of the next day 
they 
would be admitted to the inhospitable 
shelter of the Ahmedabad poor house. 
Myriads of flies were feasting on each 
Individual bundle, and 
the eyelids, 
mouths, nostrils and ears v/pre all be­ 
sieged with battalions of flies gorging 
themselves on the helpless victims of 
the India famine. 
The Suffering Children. 
The most distressing phase of all 
this indescribable misery 
was 
the 
little children who seemed to be in 
omistant agony, internal and external. 
They did not cry aloud, because they 
lacked the vital inner inner force for 
such effort; though their faces were 
constantly crying no sound was heard, 
and as we looked at these innocent, 
helpless little things—so 
emaciated, 
hollow-templed, sunken-eyed, the nape 
Of the neck so sharply indented under 
the skull that the 
head looked ab­ 
normally large and ill-supported—the 
burden of sympathetic grief became 
almost unbearable. Some times tears 
rolled down their cheeks, and the 
mother sitting 
next 
to 
the 
child 
would wipe the tears away with a 
‘ part of her dirty, filthy garment, and 
Obmsthing like 
a sigh would escape 
to indicate the depth of sorrow that 
was laying hold upon her heart. 
As 


we stood there watching this motley 
crowd, overawed, as it seemed, 
by 


dosens of tall, skeletonized men with 
long beards and large, abnormally lus­ 
trous eyes peering out of depressed 
sockets, half inquisitive, half reflect- 
directefllo two 


The Dead Beside the Living. 
We went to the poor house where 
over a thousand people in various sta­ 
ges of nudity and 
emaciation 
were 
seated on the ground, waiting to be 
served. It was time for the evening 
meal. We left them for the time be­ 
ing, and taking a turn sidewise we en­ 
tered the hospital section, which was 
the worst, with one or two exceptions, 
that I had occasion to visit. We first 
went through the cholera wards, and 
there In every ward we found 
dead 
bodies on the cots or on the ground. 
Every fifth or sixth cot had a corpse 
on it. I asked why they were not re­ 
moved, and an attendant replied that 
the victims had died after 12 o’clock 
noon, in which case there is no re­ 
moval until the 
time 
for 
burning, 
which is 8 in the evening. It was a 
gruesome sight to see these dead men 
and women, with expressions of 
in­ 
tensest agony 
on 
their faces, lying 
there; 
and 
the 
only 
comforting 
thought was that they were beyond 
suffering, and that the famine in India, 
with its plague, its cholera, its small­ 
pox and its fever, could no longer af­ 
fect them. 
Down in a corner of one 
of 
the 
wards, in which we had found three 
dead bodies, lay a tall, broad shoul­ 
dered man, stone dead. He had died 
during the afternoon. Back of him 
was his little 4-year-old girl, tenderly 
foundling him and vainly endeavoring 
to attract 
his attention. Her face 
seemed to indicate that she was be­ 
ginning to realize that something was 
amiss; and yet there was her father, 
and what she apprehended 
vaguely 
could not very well be,-so long as he 
was there. We stood looking on, our 
hearts almost breaking and the tears 
coursing down our cheeks, • when 
a 
little commotion at the 
entrance to 
the ward claimed our attention. They 
were bringing in the patient whom we 
had seen on the cot outside, and who 
required medical treatment. 
The at­ 
tendant lifted him up and raised him 
on his feet, then supporting him on one 
side, the feeble 
patient 
staggering 
as best he could with the aid of this 
support, he walked him to the corner 
and placed him down on the ground, 
face to face with the dead man whose 
little child was fondling 
him. 
The 
thing took but a few moments, 
but 
the horror of the situation so appall­ 
ed us that, for the moment, we were 
stupefied. 
It seemed impossible that 
any one could commit so unnatural an 
act. 
We called the attention of the 
man to what he was doing. We asked 
him why he did not make room else­ 
where for the patient. He replied that 
within an hour the dead man would be 
removed and the patient then could 
have the whole corner to himself. 
The Dark Side and the BrigHt. 
In the 
following illustrations 
it 
will be noticed that the photographer 
has twice caught me while I happen­ 
ed to be 
holding a famine child in 
my arms. These pictures, if captioned 
with due regard for the 
respective 
babes would read: 
The dark and the 
bright sides of the India famine.” For 
while the child lying gasping in my 
arms was doomed, the other little one, 
with the pretty, bright face was saved. 
One was a famine victim, the other a 
famine survivor. 
The one died soon 
after I laid her gently back on 
the 
ground which served for a cot; 
the 
other is still living, one of the for­ 
tunate orphans supported by the gen­ 
erous readers of this paper—doubt­ 
less a happy child who will grow up 
in the Christian faith to learn how a 
great paternal government had cared 
for millions of India's people in time 
of direst need, how she was rescued 


from starvation and death 
by 
the 
motherly Pundita Ramabai, and how 
she owes her very life and enlighten­ 
ment and happiness to the Christian 
people of America who contributed 
money for her upbringing. 


A Most Pathetic Incident. 
Let me close this paper with a ref­ 
erence to the other illustration here­ 
with, which shows a group of 
blind 
women—blindness caused in each case 
by acute starvation — representing 
mothers who have lost their children 
either by death or in the course of that 
aimless wandering common to a fam­ 
ine-stricken 
people. 
These 
poor, 
sightless orbs remind me of an inci­ 
dent attending a visit to a poor house. 
A girl of 13 or 14 prostrated herself, 
wailing and chattering, at the feet of 
the native official who was showing 
me through the camp. 
“What does that poor child want?” 
was asked. 
“She wants to leave the camp,” re­ 
plied the fat and sleek Hindu, with a 
grin. “She has strayed away from her 
mother, and she says she yearns to 
meet her once again on earth. 
But 
what can I do? 
If I allow 
her to 
leave here she will wander about the 
desert and starve to death.” 
Later in the day that poor girl took 
things in her own hands and crawled 
out under the matting which served 
as a fence to enclose the camp. Out­ 
side there, at the entrance gate she 
espied a group of women who were 
waiting to 
be admitted to the poor 
house—the place of last resort. 
One 
of these women, the one whose form 
was most emaciated, worn nearest of 
all to a skeleton, was stone blind. She 
was calling and repeating over 
and 
over again, in a faint voice, a certain 
name. The girl who had crawled out 
under the straw fence recognized the 
name as her own, but she did not im­ 
mediately recognize the woman who 
called her name thus in such pitiable 
tones. After a closer inspection, how­ 
ever, she suddenly uttered a great cry 
of joy and flew to the blind and tot­ 
tering woman and caught her in her 
own 
young but emaciated 
arms. 
“Mother, mother!” she sobbed. 
“My child—my little dear at last!” 
moaned the poor mother. “Now I can 
die in peace.” 
And the silent hours of that night 
saw mother and daughter file 
with 
others into the poor house. Who can 
tell whether they will ever 
emerge 
again alive?

The Dead Beside the Living.

We left them for the time be­ 
ing, and taking a turn sidewise we en­ 
tered the hospital section, which was 
the worst, with one or two exceptions, 
that I had occasion to visit. We first 
went through the cholera wards, and

Every fifth or sixth cot had a corpse 
on it.

The thermometer 
ranged at about 110 degrees in 
the 
shade; not a breath of air was blow­ 
ing, and the heat and 
stench 
con­ 
tributed to make us physically as ill 
as the sad scenes of destitution, mis­ 
ery, pain and helplessness made us 
SO 
mentally. 
It seemed 
impossible 
that any part of the great human fam­ 
ily could reach such depth of misery 
as was everywhere visible. 
On inquiring why these people were 
exposed to the relentless rays of the 
sun without shelter or shade, I 
was 
told they had been brought in from the 
neighboring villages on 
carts 
and 
Were to remain under observation for 
24 hours in order to determine wheth­ 
er symptoms of contagious disease de­ 
veloped. They had come in during the 
afternoon, they had lain 
there 
for 
three or four hours, they were to re­ 
main there 
all night and 
to 
stay 
there all the next forenoon. Possibly 
the 
evening of the next day 
they 
would be admitted to the inhospitable 
shelter of the Ahmedabad poor house. 
Myriads of flies were feasting on each 
individual bundle, and 
the eyelids, 
mouths, nostrils and ears wjere all be­ 
sieged with battalions of flies gorging 
themselves on the helpless victims of 
the India famine. 
The Suffering Children. 
The most distressing phase of all 
this indescribable misery 
was 
the 
little children who seemed to be in 
constant agony, internal and external. 
They did not cry aloud, because they 
lacked the vital inner inner force for 
such effort; though their faces were 
constantly crying no sound was heard, 
and as we looked at these innocent, 
helpless little things—so 
emaciated, 
hollow-templed, sunken-eyed, the nape 
of the neck so sharply indented under 
the skull that the 
head looked ab­ 
normally large and ill-supported—the 
burden of sympathetic grief became 
almost unbearable. Some times tears 
rolled down their cheeks, 
and 
the 
mother sitting 
next 
to 
the 
child 
would wipe the tears away with a 
part of her dirty, filthy garment, and 
something like 
a sigh would escape 
to Indicate the depth of sorrow that 
was laying hold upon her heart. 
As 
we stood there watching this motley 
crowd, overawed, as it seemed, 
by 
dozens of tall, skeletonized men with 
long beards and large, abnormally lus­ 
trous eyes peering out of depressed 
sockets, half inquisitive, half reflect­ 
ive, our attention .was directed to two! 


thought was that they were beyond 
suffering, and that the famine in India, 
with its plague, its cholera, its small­ 
pox and its fever, could no longer af­ 
fect them. 
Down In a corner of one 
of 
the 
wards, in which we had found three 
dead bodies, lay a tall, broad shoul­ 
dered man, stone dead. He had died 
during the afternoon. 
Back of him 
was his little 4-year-old girl, tenderly 
foundling him and vainly endeavoring 
to attract 
his 
attention. 
Her face 
seemed to indicate that she was be­ 
ginning to realize that something was 
amiss; and yet there was her father, 
and what she apprehended 
vaguely 
could not very wrell be,- so long as he 
was there. We stood looking on, our 
hearts almost breaking and the tears 
coursing down our cheeks, . when 
little commotion at the 
entrance to 
the ward claimed our attention. They 
were bringing in the patient w'hom we 
had seen on the cot outside, and who 
required medical treatment. 
The at­ 
tendant lifted him up and raised him 
on his feet, then supporting him on one 
side, the feeble 
patient 
staggering 
as best he could with the ald of this 
support, he walked him to the corner 
and placed him down on the ground, 
face to face with the dead man whose 
little child was fondling 
him. 
The 
thing took but a few moments, 
but 
the horror of the situation so appall­ 
ed us that, for the moment, we were 
stupefied. 
It seemed impossible that 
any one could commit so unnatural an 
act. 
We called the attention of the 
man to what he was doing. We asked 
him why he did not make room else­ 
where for the patient. He replied that 
within an hour the dead man would be 
removed and the patient then could 
have the whole corner to himself. 
The Dark Side and the Bright. 
In the 
following illustrations 
it 
will be noticed that the photographer 
has twice caught me while I happen­ 
ed to be 
holding a famine child iii 
my arms. These pictures, if captioned 
with due regard for the respective 
babes would read: 
The dark and the 
bright sides of the India famine.'’ For 
while the child lying gasping in my 
arms was doomed, the other little one, 
with the pretty, bright face was saved. 
One was a famine victim, the other a 
famine survivor. 
The one died soon 
after I laid her gently back on 
the 
ground which served for a cot; 
the 
other is still living, one of the for­ 
tunate orphans supported by the gen­ 
erous readers of this paper—doubt­ 
less a happy child who will grow up 
in the Christian faith to learn how a 
great paternal government had cared 
for millions of India’s people in time 
of direst need, how she was rescued 


from starvation and death 
by 
the 
motherly Pundita Ramabai. and how' 
she owes her very life and enlighten­ 
ment and happiness to the Christian 
people of America who contributed 
money for her upbringing. 


A Most Pathetic Incident. 
Let me close this paper with a ref­ 
erence to the other illustration here­ 
with, which shows a group of blind 
women—blindness caused in each case 
by acute starvation — representing 
mothers who have lost their children 
either by death or in the course of that 
aimless wandering common to a fam­ 
ine-stricken 
people. 
These 
poor, 
sightless orbs remind me of an Inci­ 
dent attending a visit to a poor house. 
A girl of 13 or 14 prostrated herself, 
wailing and chattering, at the feet of 
the native official who was showing 
me through the camp. 
“What does that poor child want?” 
was asked. 
“She wants to leave the camp,” re­ 
plied the fat and sleek Hindu, with a 
grin. “She has strayed away from her 
mother, and she says she yearns to 
meet her once again on earth. 
But 
what can I do? 
If I allow 
her to 
leave here she will wander about the 
desert and starve to death.” 
Later in the day that poor girl took 
things in her own hands and crawled 
out under the matting which served 
as a fence to enclose the camp. Out­ 
side there, at the entrance gate she 
espied a group of women who were 
waiting to 
be admitted to the poor 
house—the place of last resort. One 
of these women, the one whose form 
was most emaciated, worn nearest of 
all to a skeleton, was stone blind. She 
was calling and repeating over and 
over again, in a faint voice, a certain 
name. The girl who had crawled out 
under the straw fence recognized the 
name as her own, but she did not im­ 
mediately recognize the woman who 
called her name thus in such pitiable 
tones. After a closer inspection, how­ 
ever, she suddenly uttered a great cry 
of joy and flew to the blind and tot­ 
tering woman and caught her in her 
own 
young 
but 
emaciated 
arms, 
“Mother, mother!” she sobbed. 
“My child—my little dear at last!” 
moaned the poor mother. “Now I can 
die in peace.” 
And the silent hours of that night 
saw mother and daughter file 
with 
others into the poor house. Who can 
tell whether they will ever 
emerge 
again alive?

Herr Strau s 
is v ery particu lar abou t this. He makes 
his dogs attack the throat or the u pper 
part of the body alway s. Sometimes a 
real man well padded takes the place 
of the du mmy , an d of cou rse he Is well 
paid for his serv ices. 
All dogs, it seems, may be made good 
watchdogs, bu t the St. Bern ards an d the 
Ru ssian wolfhou n ds are the best where 
property of great v alu e is to be gu ard 
ed. 
For dogs n ot so fierce as they are 
a differen t sy stem of train in g is u sed. 
They soon learn to gu ard an y thin g 
committed to their care, bu t are n ot so 
qu ick to attack an in tru der as the 
fiercer dogs are.—Philadelphia Times.

‘T he Tsung-Id-Yamen forwarded to 
Sir Claude MacDonald a copy of a dis­ 
patch telegranhed by the emperor to 
Queen Victoria, attributing all deeds 
of violence to bandits and requiring 
her majesty’s assistance to extricate 
the Chinese government from Its dlffl 
cult les.

k een, his analysis was extraordinarily rapid, his pov /er of expresxion re m a rk ­ 
able. 
On his feet, as the phrase went, he had no eq ual in the house.

The compactness and clearness of his statem ent, the facts and 
aigum ents wliu-t 
he could m arshal in tha t brief time were a constant su r­ 
prise and delight to his hearers.

the wage scale adopted at the Pitts­ 
burg conference shall be put in effect 
here, has had the effect of a bomb 
shell on the plans of the executive 
committee. 
“It was their intention, first to settle 
the differences existing between the 
kiJnmen and the m anufacturers, before 
taking up the scale problem. 
"The clause set forth in the resolu­ 
tion respecting the installation of the 
new* scale here is looked upon as an 
almost impossible task. 
“In order to do this it will be neces­ 
sary for the Brotherhood to get the 
belligerent jiggermen into line, and as 
they have broken away from the union 
and formed a branch of their own, it 
seems that the 
task set out by the 
manufacturers is almost an impossible 
one. 
“It is said that if 
the 
executive 
board could only prevail upon the pot­ 
ters to accept the scale it would make 
a uniform rate of wages for all. 
“The board has as yet done nothing 
toward taking any action on the sub­ 
ject. 
President Hughes when seen by a 
True American reported yesterday aft­ 
ernoon declined to talk on the subject.

“ ‘The resolution of the m anufactur­ 
ers compelling the executive board to 
enforce the scale on the local jigger­ 
men is absurd. 
“ ‘We are not going to accept a scale 
that is not to our benefit. 
“ ‘The m anufacturers are the ones 
responsible for all the trouble. 
“ ‘They know that 
their 
facilities 
here are inferior to those of the west, 
and should wre accept the scale under

T R A IN IN G W A T C H D O G S . 


Although rt is generally believed tim 
w atchdogs are ‘‘to the manlier horn. 
It seems that a certain amount of train 
ing helps very much to turn out ti real 
ly good one. 
This system of training 
has developed into a regular business 
in Berlin, whei*e one H err Straus has 
an academy from which watchdogs 
are turned out by the hundred every 
year. 
His system is educational and is ap­ 
plied to almost every kind of dog. He 
first teaches the animal obedience by 
training it to perform certain “tricks” 
at command and then trains it to dis 
tinguisb between a visitor and a bur­ 
glar and what part of a man’s body 
should be attacked to render the man 
helpless. 
g 
Outside of the gate the trainer places 
a dummy representing the burglar, and 
to the latch is attached a string. 
By 
means of the string the gate Is opened 
slowly, until the head of the dummy 
becomes 
visible, when the dog is 
taught to iiy at its throat. H err Straus 
is very particular about this. He makes 
his dogs attack the throat or the upper 
part of the body always. Sometimes a 
real man well padded takes the place 
of the dummy, and of course he is w'ell 
paid for his services. 
All dogs, it seems, may be made good 
watchdogs, but the St. Bernards and the 
Russian wolfhounds are the best where 
property of great value is to be guard 
ed. 
For dogs not so fierce as they are 
a ”1 different system of training is used. 
They soon learn to guard anything 
committed to their care, but are not so 
quick to attack an intruder aa the 
fiercer dogs are.—Philadelphia Times.

Imperial city wall, bot in the meantime 
they have discontinued firing probably 
because they are short of ammunition. 
“The main lKMlies of the fntperial 
soldiers have left Pekin in order to 
meet the relief forces. 
Studies are 
beginning to come in and the condition 
of the besieged is improving. 
The 
wounded are doing well. Our hospital 
arrangements are admirable and inn 
eases have passed through the hospital. 
“The Tsung-IJ-Yamen forwarded to 
Sir Claude MacDonald a copy of a dis­ 
patch telegraohed by the emperor to 
Queen Victoria, attributing all deeds 
of violence to bandits and requiring 
ber majesty’s assistance to extricate 
the Chinese government from its diffi- 
culties. The queen’s reply Is not stat­ 
ed. but the Chinese minister at Wash­ 
ington 
telegraphs that the 
United 
States government would gladly assist 
the Chinese silt borities. 
-This dispatch to the queen was 
•ant to the Tsung-Til-Yamen: 
“ *The force besieging the legation

He was 
at once placed at the head of the committee on military affairs, then of 
superlative importance, and subsequently made chairman of ways and means, 
succeeding Mr Stevens in the undoubted leadership of the house. 
He was 
admirably fitted for the arduous and difficult duty 
His perceptions were 
keen, his analysis was extraordinarily rapid, his power of exprestion remark­ 
able. On his feet, as the phrase went, he had no equal in the house. 
In 
five minutes’ discussion in committee of the whole he was an intellectual 
marvel. 
The compactness and (dearness of his statement, the facts and 
arguments wined he could marshal in that brief time were a constant sur­ 
prise and delight to his hearers. No man in congress during the present 
generation has nvalled his singular power in this respect. 
“He was able in every form of discussion, but his peculiar gift was in 
leading and controlling the committee of the whole.” 
In 1871 General Schenck was appointed by General Grant minister to* 
Great Britain, in which capacity he served with distinction until 1876. 
It 
was during tnis period that he was appointed a member on behalf of the 
United States of the celebrated joint high commission, which assembled at 
Washington and effected a treaty providing for the Geneva conference, a 
measure which, by the substitution of arbitration for war in the settlement 
of a serious controversy between two powerful and warlike nations, marked 
an era in the development of the spirit of a true Christian civilization. 
He took but little part in politics after his return from England, but 
devoted his attention to the practice of the law in Washington, D. C. 
He was born in Franklin, Warren county, Ohio, Oct. 4, 1809, and died at 
Washington, D. C., March 23, 1890.

For more than half a century Emory D. Potter of Lucas county was one 
of the most prominent Democratic citizens and lawyers in the northwestern 
part of the state. In 1838 he was elected president judge of the Thirteenth 
circuit, and he held that office until he entered congress. 
In 1842 he was elected to the Twenty-eighth congress from the Fifth 
district, embracing the counties of Lucas, Mercer, Van Wert, Paulding, Wil­ 
liams, Henry, Putnam, Allen, Shelby and Hardin. 
He did not seek a re-election, and in 1847 was sent as a representative 
to the Firty-sixth general assembly of Ohio. 
In 1848 he w is elected to the 
Thirty-first congress from the Fifth district as above. 
In 1873 he was elected 
to the Ohio senate of the Sixty-first general assembly from the Thirty-third 
district, composed of Hancock, Wood, Lucas, Fulton, Henry and Putnam 
counties. 
During the last 30 years of his life he served on the various boards 
of trustee* of the different public institutions of.toe state. 
He was born in 
Providence, Rhode Island, in 1804, and settled at Toledo early iii the century. 


HENRY ST. J O I.A 
Henry St. John of Seneca county was elected to the Twenty-seventh 
congress in 1842 from the Sixth district, composed of the counties of Seneca, 
Wood, Hancock, Crawford, Sandusky and Ottawa, and was re-elected to the 
Twenty-ninth congress from the same district. 


JO S E P H J . M cDO W E L. 
General Joseph J. McDowell was born in North Carolina Nov. 13, 1800. 
and came to Ohio when a young man, locating at Hillsboro, in Highland 
county, where he entered upon the practice of the law. 
For nearly 40 years 
he was one of the prominent Democratic leaders In the state, whose counsel 
was eagerly sought by his political associates. 
He died in Hillsboro, Jail. 
17, 1877. 
His father, a Virginian, was an officer in the War of the Revolution, 
and the younger man imbibed the military spirit from him. He was active 
in the organization of the military forces of the state, saw service in 
the War of 1812, and became a major general in the stafo military estab­ 
lishment. 
He represented Highland county in the house in the Thirty-first general 
assembly in 1832-1833, and in the senate in 1833-1834-1835. He was elected 
to the Twenty-eighth congress in 1842 from the Seventh district, Highland, 
Clermont and Brown, and was re-elected from the same district In 1844 to 
the Twenty-ninth congress.

N e w Y o k e, Aug. 2.—There was little 
speculation Wednesday that conditions 
vill change in the stock market for some 
time.

opinions differ widely as to the course 
to be expected. The imminence of Euro­ 
pean war loans prompts one set of 
prophets to argue a drain and result­ 
ing stringency, while another schools 
urges that the creation of credits and 
their prompt outlay will be a relief 
rather than a detriment to the business 
and financial 
world. 
The expected 
drain of gold from the Unned Stites is 
halting, aud it is not expected now that 
gold will go out this week. Sterling ex­ 
change and London discounts tailed to 
advance, and 
London 
exchange 
in 
Paris jumped a full centime. The bank 
of England also reduced its price for 
American eagles % penny. 
Whether 
this policy indicates a confidence on the 
part of the English institution that it will 
secure gold ultimately without offering 
special inducements remains to be seen. 
The benefit which the money market 
has had from the government deficit for 
July cannot be expected to continue in 
August. Even for July the $4,000,000 
deficit was only about half that for July 
of last year. 
The redemption of the 
old 2 per cents, in te re s t^ which ceases 
on August 18, will be a feature of the 
month. 
But of the $19,000,000 of these 
outstanding, over $13,000,000 are on de­ 
posit in Washington to secure circule- 
ion and government deposits. In order 
to avoid a contraction in circulation and 
withdrawal of deposits in the banks, 
these bonds must therefore be replaced 
by other government bonds for deposit.

less a happy child who will grow up 
in the Christian faith to learn how a 
great paternal government had cared 
for millions of India’s people in time 
of direst need, how she was rescued 


of these women, the one whose form 
was most emaciated, worn nearest of 
I all to a skeleton, was stone blind. She 
was calling and repeating over 
and 
over again, in a faint voice, a certain 
name. The girl who had crawled out 
under the straw fence recognized the 
name as her own, but she did not im­ 
mediately recognize the woman who 
called her name thus in such pitiable 
tones. After a closer inspection, how­ 
ever, she suddenly uttered a great cry 
of joy and flew to the blind and tot­ 
tering woman and caught her in her

“Mother, mother!” she sobbed.

groups of burden bearers, each group 
bearing a cot; one set bound for the 
poor house, the other set coming from 
1 it. 
On the cot bound for 
the 
poor 
house was a man about 20 years 
of 
age, long and thin, sheltering 
with 
his hand his eyes from the sun. 
He 
was a fever patient, and was going in 
for treatment. 
On the other cot was 
a man who had received “treatment,” 
and was now bound for the funeral 
pile, where i I were to be burned that 
evening. 


LOUIS KLOPSGH TELLS A STORY 


That Is Unparalleled In Its Vivid 
Delineation of Misery and 
Death.

The Dead Beside the Living. 
We went to tho poor bouse where 
over a thousand people in various sta­ 
ges of nudity and 
emaciation 
were 
seated on the ground, waiting to 
be 
served. 
It was time for the evening 
meal. 
We left them for the time be­ 
ing, and taking a turn sidewise we en­ 
tered the hospital section, which was 
the worst, with one or two exceptions, 
that I had occasion to visit. We first 
went through the cholera wards, and 
there in every ward we found 
dead 
One experience which 
stands out 
from all the others most distinctly in ' bodies on the cots or on the ground. 
Every fifth or sixth cot had a corpse 
on it. 
i asked why they were not re­ 
lay mind, is our visit to Ahmedabad. 
We got there about 5:30 in the even­ 
ing, and without waiting to visit the 
accommodations provided for our en­ 
tertainment we hastened to the poor 
bouse. 
On the shadeless plaza before the 
gate were nearly 250 reeking, filthy 
bundles of rags, containing as many I tensest agony 
on 
human beings in various stages 
of there; 
and 
the 
emaciation, 
some standing, 
some 
squatting in Oriental fashion on 
the 
ground, others lying fiat 
on 
their 
backs, and still others lying with their 
faces to the ground, in order to screen 
themselves 
from the burning rays of 
the 
evening sun. 
The thermometer 
ranged at about HO degrees in 
the 
shade; not a breath of air was blow­ 
ing, and the heat and 
stench 
con­ 
tributed to make us physically as ill 
as the lad scenes of destitution, mis­ 
ery, pain and helplessness made 
us 
IO 
mentally, 
it seemed 
impossible 
that any part of the great human farm 
ny could reach such depth of misery 
as was everywhere visible. 
On inquiring why these people were 
exposed to the relentless rays of the 
sun without shelter or shade, I 
was 
told they had been brought in from the 
neighboring villages on 
carts 
and 
were to remain tinder observation for 
24 hours in order to determine wheth­ 
er symptoms of contagious disease de­ 
veloped. They had come in during the 
afternoon, they had lain 
there 
for 
three or four hours, they were to re­ 
main there 
all night and 
to 
stay 
there all the next forenoon. Possibly 
the 
evening of the next day 
they 
would be admitted to the inhospitable 
shelter of the Ahmedabad poor house. 
Myriads of flies were feasting on each 


moved, and an attendant replied that 
the victims had died after 12 o’clock 
noon, in which case there is no re­ 
moval until the 
time 
for 
burning, 
which is 8 in the evening. 
It was a 
gruesome sight to see these dead men 
and women, with expressions of 
in- 
their faces, lying 
only 
comforting 
thought was that they were beyond 
suffering, and that the famine in India, 
with its plague, its cholera, its small­ 
pox and its fever, could no longer af­ 
fect them. 
Down in a corner of one 
of 
the 
wards, in which we had found three 
dead bodies, lay a tall, broad shoul­ 
dered man, stone dead. 
He had died 
during the 
afternoon. 
Back of 
him 
was his little 4-year-old girl, tenderly 
foundling him and vainly endeavoring 
to attract 
his 
attention. 
Her face 
seemed to indicate that she 
was be­ 
ginning to realize that something was 
amiss; and yet there was her father, 
and what she apprehended 
vaguely 
could not very well be,- so long as he 
was there. 
We stood looking on, OU 
hearts almost breaking and the tears 
coursing down our cheeks, 
when 
little commotion at the 
entrance to 
the ward claimed our attention. They 
were bringing in the patient whom we 
had seen on the cot outside, and who 
required medical treatment. 
The at 
tendant lifted him up and raised him 
on his feet, then supporting him on one 
side, the feeble 
patient 
staggering 
as best he could with the aid of this 
support, he walked him to the corner 
and placed him down on the ground 
face to face with the dead man whose 
little child was fondling 
him. 
The 
Individual bundle, and 
the eyelids, thing took but a few moments, 
but 
mouths, nostrils and ears were all be- the horror of the situation so appall 
sieged with battalions of flies gorging ed us that, for the moment, we were 
themselves on the helpless victims of stupefied. 
It seemed impossible that 
the 
India famine. 
The Suffering Children. 
The most distressing phase of 
all 
this indescribable misery 
was 
the 
little children who seemed to be in 
constant agony, internal and external. 
They did not cry aloud, because they 
lacked the vital inner inner force for 
such effort; though their faces were 
constantly crying no sound was heard, 
and as we looked at these innocent, 
helpless little things—so 
emaciated, 
hollow-templed, sun ken-eyed, the nape 
of the nec k so sharply indented under 
the skull that the 
head looked ab­ 
normally large and ill-supported—the 
burden of sympathetic grief 
became 
almost unbearable. 
Some times tears 
rolled down their 
cheeks, 
and 
the 
mother sitting 
next 
to 
the 
child 
would wipe the 
tears 
away with a 
part of her dirty, filthy garment, and 
something like 
a sigh would escape 
to indicate the depth of sorrow that 
was laying hold upon her heart. 
As 
we stood there watching this motley 
crowd, overawed, as it seemed, 
by 
dozens of tall, skeletonized men with 
long beards and large, abnormally lus­ 
trous eyes peering out of depressed 
sockets, half inquisitive, half reflect­ 
ive, our attention was directed to two 


any one could commit so unnatural an 
act. 
We called 
the attention of the 
man to what he was doing. We asked 
him why he did not make room else­ 
where for the patient. He replied that 
within an hour the dead man would be 
removed and the patient then could 
have the whole corner to himself. 
The Dark Side and the Bright. 
In

it 
will be noticed that the photographer 
has twice caught me while I happen­ 
ed to be 
holding a famine child in 
my arms. 
These 
pictures, if captioned 
with due regard for 
the 
respective 
babes would read: 
The dark and the 
bright sides of the India famine.” For 
while the 
child lying gasping in my 
arms was doomed, the other little one, 
with the pretty, bright face was saved. 
One was a famine victim, the other a 
famine survivor. 
The one died soon 
after I laid her gently back on 
the 
ground which served for a cot; 
the 
other is still living, one of the for­ 
tunate orphans supported by the gen­ 
erous readers of this paper—doubt­ 
less a happy child who will grow up 
in the Christian faith to learn how a 
great paternal government had cared 
for millions of India’s people in time 
of direst need. how she was rescued 


from starvation and death 
by 
the 
motherly Pundits Ramabai, and 
how 
she owes her very life and enlighten­ 
ment and happiness to the Christian 
people of America who contributed 
money for her upbringing. 


A Most Pathetic Incident. 
Let me close this paper with a ref­ 
erence to the other illustration here­ 
with, which shows a group of 
blind 
women—blindness caused in each case 
by 
acute 
starvation — representing 
mothers who have lost their children 
either by death or in the course of that 
aimless wandering common to a fam­ 
ine-stricken 
people. 
These 
poor, 
sightless orbs remind me of an inci­ 
dent attending a visit to a poor house. 
A girl of 13 or 14 prostrated herself, 
wailing and chattering, at the feet of 
the native official who was showing 
me through the camp. 
“What does that poor child want?” 
was asked. 
“She wants to leave the camp,” re­ 
plied the fat and sleek Hindu, with a 
grin. “She has strayed away from her 
mother, and she says she yearns 
to 
meet her once again on earth. 
But 
what can I (lo? 
If I allow 
her 
to 
leave here she will wander about the 
desert and starve to death.” 
Later in the day that poor girl took 
things in her own hands and crawled 
out under the matting which served 
as a fence to enclose the camp. Out­ 
side there, at the entrance gate she 
espied a group of women who were 
waiting to 
be admitted to the poor 
house—the place of last resort. 
One 
of these women, the one whose form 
was most emaciated, worn nearest of 
all to a skeleton, was stone blind. She 
was calling and repeating over 
and 
over again, in a faint voice, a certain 
name. 
The girl who had crawled out 
under the straw fence recognized the 
name as her own, but she did not im­ 
mediately recognize the woman who 
called her name thus in such pitiable 
tones. After a closer inspection, how­ 
ever. she suddenly uttered a great cry 
of joy and flew to the blind and tot­ 
tering woman and caught her in her 
own 
young 
but 
emaciated 
arms. 
“Mother, m other!” she sobbed. 
“My child—my little dear at last!” 
moaned the poor mother. ‘‘Now I can 
die in peace.” 
And the silent hours of that night 
saw mother and daughter file 
with 
others into the poor house. 
Who can 
tell whether they will ever 
emerge 
again alive?

The Trenton True American of yes­ 
terday has the following to say of the 
pottery situation in that city:

ing of the Manufacturing Potters’ as­ 
sociation held Monday afternoon, giv­ 
ing the executive board of the Broth­ 
erhood of Operative Potters permission 
to measure kilns in the local 
plant, 
providing they can give assurance that 
the wage scale adopted at the Pitts­ 
burg conference shall be put in effect 
here, has had the effect of a bomb 
shell on the plans of the executive 
committee. 
“it was their intention, first to settle 
the differences existing between the 
kilnmen and the manufacturers, before 
taking up the scale problem. 
“The clause set forth in the resolu­ 
tion respecting the installation of the 
new scale here is looked upon as an 
almost impossible task. 
“In order to do this it will be neces­ 
sary for the Brotherhood to get 
the 
belligerent jiggermen into line, and as 
they have broken away from the union 
and torined a branch of their own, it 
seems that the 
task set out by the 
manufacturers is almost an impossible 
one. 
It is said that if 
the 
executive 
board could only prevail upon the pot­ 
ters to accept the scale it would make 
a uniform rate of wages for all. 
“The hoard has as yet done nothing 
toward taking any action on the sub­ 
ject. 
“President Hughes when seen by a 
True American reported yesterday aft­ 
ernoon declined to talk on the subject. 
He said: 
*1 have nothing whatever to 
say regarding the action of the manu­ 
facturers, and I will not express my 
views until the executive board has a 
meeting. 
No official call has yet been issued, 
but I think a meeting will probably be 
beld some time tomorrow, when we 
will know better how we stand.' 
Secretary Duffy was also seen, but 
be, too, declined to talk on the sub- 
ject, 
Messrs. Hughes and Duffy spent 
yesterday visiting a number of the pot­ 
teries about the city. 
I he jiggermen are as determined 
as ever not to accept the new scale, 
and they say that nothing can induce 
them to go back into the ranks of the 
Brotherhood. 
"One prominent member of the jig­ 
germen was seen yesterday afternoon, 
and he was very emphatic in his de­ 
tonation of the action of the manu- 
•cturerg in trying to enforce the new 
8cale on the local jiggermen. 
He said: ‘When we accepted 
the 
*°ale adopted by the Pittsburg con- 
erenoe we did it with all fairness, and 
as we believed it would greatly im­ 
prove the pottery condition in 
this 
city.

" As soon as we found out that the 
new price list was not benefiting us 
we discarded it. 
“ When we made known this fact to 
the Brotherhood, instead of investigat­ 
ing the matter, they denounced us and 
upheld the potters in the west. 
" ‘We withdrew from the Brother­ 
hood and set up an independent 
or­ 
ganization of our own, and it is my be­ 
lief that under no condition will the 
members return. 
“ ‘The resolution of the manufactur­ 
ers compelling the executive board to 
enforce the scale on the local jigger­ 
men is absurd. 
“ ‘We are not going to accept a scale 
that is not to our benefit.

President 
M illard Fillm ore appointed him as m inister to Brazil, w here he represented 
the United States governm ent to the satisfaction of both, and largely con­ 
tributed to the negotiation of a treaty of peace and am ity between the 
republics of Paraguay, U raguay and Argentine. 
He returned to th e United 
States in 1853. and for several years took but little part in politics. 
At the outbreak of the Civil w ar he entered the service as a brigadier 
general, and served in the W est V irginia cam paign under Generals Rose- 
crans and McDowell. 
He com m anded a division at the second battle of Bull 
Run, where ho was w o u n d e d the right arm . th a t m em ber becoming useless 
during the rest of his life 
Though dangerously wounded, he refused to 
be removed from th e field until his swoid, which had been lost when he fell, 
was found and restored to him, and he carried it from the field 
He was 
Invalided until December, 1862, when he wras prom oted to m ajor general 
and took com m and of the Middle division of the E ighth corps, with head 
Quarters at Baltim ore. 
As a soldier he was courageous, brilliant and dashing.

succeeding Mr Stevens in the undoubted leadership of the house.

On his feet, as the phrase went, he had no equal in the house.
